FISHERMEN CATCH 
COINS — LOBSTER 
TRADE GOES TO POT 


NAPLES, Italy, June 29 (AP) 
—Lobster fishermen in. the 
islands of Ponza are pulling up 
gold and silver coins and antique 
Greek urns. 

The coins come from the sunk- 
en fleet of Aragon and date back 
500 years. The Greek amphorae 
date to the Second and Third 
Centuries before Christ, when 
Ponza Was a Waypoint on 
Greece's wine trade routes. 


The fishermen on the little 


group of islands 55 miles off 
Naples began pulling in the 
coins and amphorae early this 


‘year. Since then steadily fewer 
lobsters have been reaching the | 
Ponza fish market. 

The fishermen believe they 
have found the place where the 
war fleet of Alphonse I of Ara- 
gon was defeated and sunk by 
the: Genoese navy of Biagio As- 
sireto in 1435. 

The coins are golden ducats, 
silver carlino, silver alfonsionos 
and bronze danarellos, all of the 
same period.

The President covered a wide 
range of foreign and domestic 
subjects at the conference. He 
was informed on most of the 
topics that arose and answered 
questions with unusual incisive- 
ness and vigor 

The President, who has been 
cautiously optimistic about the 
chances for a furtherance of 
at the forthcoming 
Geneva meeting of the Big Four 
heads of government, said that 
after his visit to San Francisco, 
where he welcomed delegates of 
the United Nations tenth anni- 
versary session, . he thought 
chances were better than they 
appeared two months ago 


He was trying not to expect 
too much, the President said, but 
obviously some change had 
come about in the Soviet atti- 
tude and if that change will 
make it easier to live with the 
Russians that will affect the 
Situation. He said the West 


should be careful, however, be- 
cause there is no doubt the Rus- 
sians still adhere to the Marxist 
doctrine of world revolution. 

Mr. Eisenhower repeatgd | that 
there might be decisions at' Ge- 
neva but that no solutions of 
major problems were expected. 
The West would try to express 
its views and intentions can- 
didly and try to obtain the Rus- 
Sian views, the President said. 
There was hope, he continued, 
that a way would be found of 
opening new channels toward an 
easing of world tensions. 

His Departure Schedule. 

The. President said he would 
leave either Friday evening, July 
15, or Saturday noon for Geneva, 
his objective being to arrive in 
the Swiss city on Sunday morn- 
ing at a reasonable hour. The 
conference opens Monday, July 
18. The President said he would 
be accompanied by Dulles and 
top State Department advisers 
but that the party would be lim- 
ited in size. 

There has been no complete 
agreement on the length of the 
conference, the President said.

“Placing the name of an or- 
ganization on this list does not 
constitute an adjudication with 
respect to the nature of that 
organization, but is only a dis- 
cretionary act by the Attorney 
General,” the Senators said.

Who Does What 


How should responsibilities be divided among 
the federal, state and local governments? Presi- 
dent Eisenhower appointed a commission nearly 
two years ago to answer the question. 

The Commission. on Intergovernmental Rela- 
tions comes now with a report which, given its 
slant toward minimum fedéral government, of- 
fers some provocative and useful suggestions. 

It is a spotty. performance, however, and 
when the chips are really down, on the question 
of where the states are to get increased reve- 
nues to finance increased responsibilities, the 
Commission remains up in the air 

Chairman Meyer § Kestnbaum, 
Hart, Schaffner & Marx, has done an impressive 
job of salvaging the commission. Its first chair- 
man, Clarence Manion, former dean of the Notre 
Dame Law School, almost scuttled it by his in- 
activity in its behalf and by his loud advocacy 
of the. Bricker amendment, his proposal to sell 
TVA. and his praise of Senator McCarthy. 

One of the report’s best recommendations is 
for citizens’ committees to study and make pro- 
posals for strengthening state governments. The 
commission would like state constitutions to be

made more flexible. It also wants legislative re- 
apportionment to give urban areas fairer repre- 
sentation, legislators to be better paid and gov- 
ernors to serve longer, and more home rule to 
relieve legislatures of local prot lem

In recommending “a broad system of pay 
ments in lieu of taxes to state and local govern- 
ments,” particularly to offset tax losses caused 
by federal acquisition of property for national 
worth 


defense. the commission has an idea well 
further thought 
There can be no question, also, that civil de- 


fense should be made primarily a national rather 


than a state and local responsibility; that federal 


participation in it should be liberalized; and that 
the Federal Civil Defense Administration should 
deal directly with target-area cities, which are 
vitally concerned, rathgr than state governments, 
which are generally apathetic 

The chief weakness in the commission's find 
ings lies in its failure to grapple with “the ques- 
tion whether state and local governments are 
financially able to carr‘ the load” of “an in- 
creasing share of responsibilities.” 

The commission grants that federal taxes, op- 
erating on a broader base than the states can 
command, have a great deal to do with what the 
states can realize in tax revenues. It notes that 
in the last quarter century state and local taxes 
have remained steady at around 7 per cent of 
the national income while federal taxes have in- 
creased five-fold to nearly 21 per cent. It con- 
cedes that the states are going to have their 
financial hands full in the years ahead, taking 
care of an increasing population and new needs 
for state services arising out of an expanding 
economy and scientific progress 

All this would seem clearly to point to the need 
for the Federal Government to relinquish some 
tax sources, or part of them, to the states, if the 
states are to take over financial burdens that 
have heretofore been borne by the Federal Gov- 
ernment, as the commission proposes. The exam- 
ple of some states in relinquishing non-property 
taxes to their local governments is even cited. 

But the commission rejects the proposal of the 
Conference of Governors that the Federal Gov- 
ernment relinguish gasoline taxes and let the 
states increase their gasoline taxes by the amount 
of the former federal levy 

It offers the states only the cold comfort of 
the suggestion that more of them could make 
use-——or more use—of gasoline, sales and income 
taxes: a thought which the states must have can- 
vassed without the commission's inspiration. 

* - . 

Nevertheless, the commission wants to see the 
states finance more of the housing programs, 
more of the soil conservation assistance to farm- 
ers, and some of the capital costs of basin-wide, 
multi-purpose water resource development It 
speaks in equally impractical terms, and with 
equally weasel words, of federal aid to schools, 
which it opposes. If a state could prove itself 
unable to support an adequate school system— 
and can a state be imagined as taking such a 
near-equivalent to a pauper’s oath?—the com- 
mission would favor “some appropriate means” 
to “assist temporarily’—vague and meaningless 
phrases. Similarly evasive words are applied to 
the serious problem of water pollution. 

On the whole, it is a healthy thing for the 
spheres of government to be under continuous 
examination, particularly when, as now, there are 
109,000 governmental units in the United States 
including municipalities, counties, 
townships and school districts. State and county 
governments unquestionably need strengthening. 
The commission's report supplies a starting point 
for that kind of national discussion, as well as 
suggesting areas which warrant a still better 
starting point than the commission provides

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Missouri Court to the Rescue 

Missouri’s Supreme Court came to the rescue 
of St. Louis county law enforcement only three 
days before a threatened crisis. 

On July 1, the new St. Louis County Police 
Department begins operation. The question for 
the court was, is the new department legal? 
Can county police take over the law enforcement 
duties of the sheriff and constables, as the voters 
had requested? 

The State Suprgme Court says emphatically 
and unanimously: Yes. Thé police amendment to 
the county charter is entirely constitutional. And 
in reaching this decision the court acted with 
unusual speed on a friendly test suit in which 
the final brief was filed only two weeks ago 

This ruling holds broad implications for the 
future. The court states that the sheriff and con- 
stables are county officers, not state officers, in 
the meaning of the State Constitution which au- 
thorizes county charters. Thus the county has 
considerable latitude to deal with its officials and 
their duties and to shape its government to suit 
itself. Here is an important victory for home rule 

But the ruling’s immediate effort contains 
more drama. For what if the court had not ruled, 
or had not ruled in time? Then oF July 1 the 
county would have had two police forces with 
indefinite powers, because Sheriff Arthur C 
Mosley had refused to surrender his enforce- 
ment authority without a court order. 

July 1 could have been an ominous date. The 
recent grand jury warned of hoodlum attempts 
to invade St. Louis county. This sprawling sub- 


urban area would have been vulnerable indeed 
with two police forces unsure of their responsi- 
bilities and competing with each other. 

The Supreme Court has spared the county 
from that dangerous prospect. It has authorized 
finally the end of political and the beginning 
of vrofessional law enforcement in the county, 
and thus has helped to slam the door on gangster 
incursions. 

For this St. Louis county owes generous grati- 
tude to the Missouri Supreme Court and vigor- 
ous detefmination to support the new Police 
Department.

We Are of a Whole Web 


The United States is not the self-centered, self- 
serving land some of our laws would have it seem 
to be. The great majority of the American people 
have not vet succumbed to the crazy idea that 
they are a special and peculiar breed which sud- 
denly appeared out of thin air to look down its 
collective nose at the rest of the world. 

No better proof of this need be asked than 
the launching of a drive for $5,000,000 to build 
at the base of the Statue of Liberty—where the 
goddess looks down the narrows to the seas of 
the world—the American Museum of Immigra- 
tion. Here is to be a solid and solemn reminder of 
the “foreign” origin of each of us, be it one gen- 
eration removed or half-a-dozen. 

This proud and continuing declaration that 
each had his beginnings in Cotswolds, Alps or 
Apennines, along the Rhine, the Danube or 
maybe the Euphrates is also a proclamation of 
our kinship with those who today live in other 
parts of the world. The web of the men of earth 
is a whole web, and we are part of it. We have 
a share in the struggles of man and his glories. 

It is good that the sixth Alexander Hamilton 
and his associates should have decided to mani- 
fest this concretely in a museum telling the story 
of our way to this land, and it is good that they 
should have turned not to one man of great 
wealth for the realization of their project, but 
that they should have invited all to have a part 
in this project—just as the first Joseph Pulitzer 
invited all to have a part in building the base 
for the symbolic statue presented to the United 
States by France. 

That statue, showing the light of welcome to 
“your tired, your poor, your huddled masses 
vearning to breathe free,” .stands also as an 
eternal reminder to us to live up to the great 
promise of Liberty. It is good to have this god- 
dess, good to contribute to the building of the 
new museum which will tell how millions crossed 
the seas in response to her promise. 

But we will be worthy of the symbols only if 
we live in their spirit, only if we live as mem- 
bers of the world’s brotherhood and strive to 
make it a brotherhood of peace and™plenty, of 
noble striving not for one, but for all. 
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bulwarking the Nation's Security 

Our national defenses stand in better shape 
now that the Selective Service Act has been ex- 
tended for four years and the draft of physicians 
Both extensions were necessary 
and we can be sure that President Eisenhower's 
signature will be affixed promptly. Since the 
expiration date of the present law is this Thurs- 
day Congress showed. that it could meet the 
emergency with quick action. 

A gratifying committee vote is the 27-to-1 ap- 
proval in the House Armed Services Committee 
for the new military reserve plan. This means 
that the bill itself probably will be called up in 
the House by the end of the week. 

The sooner an improved reserve plan {s en- 
acted the better—for the current reserve pro- 
gram is largely a delusion. Without in the least 
withdrawing our support for the elimination of 
segregation in the armed forces, we say again 
that we hope this issue will not be allowed to 
block the enactment of a new reserve measure. 

Rapid progress is being made against racial 
discrimination on many fronts, and one of these 
is within the military establishment. In view of 
this, it would be a sad mistake for Congress to 
lose or even to long delay a new reserve bill be- 
cause of an uncompromising stand by Represen- 
tative Powell of New York and his supporters. 

Congressman Powell served the nation, along 
with peoples of all races, at Bandung. We trust 
he will serve now by helping Congress enact re- 
serve legislation. He only needs to place first 
things first

Owen Lattimore’s Five Years 

“The top Russian secret agent in this country.” 
That is what Senator McCarthy called Owen Lat- 
timore five years ago. He never proved it. 

“A conscious, articulate instrument of the 
Soviet conspiracy” from the early ’30s on. That is 
what the McCarran committee called Owen Latti- 
more. The charge was never proved. 

“A Communist sympathizer and promoter of 
Communist causes—and a perjurer for denying 
that he was these things.” That is what the 
United States Government, in a case filed by 
Attorney General McGranery during the closing 
days of the Truman Administration, called Owen 
Lattimore. Federal District-—dudge Luther W. 
Youngdahl of Washington threw out the charge 
for vagueness. He was upheld by the United 
States Court of Appeals. 

“A follower of the Communist line—and a per- 
jurer for denying that he had been one.” That is 
what the United States Government, under At- 
torney General Brownell, called Owen Lattimore 
after its first case had collapsed. Judge Young- 
dahl, unintimidated by Brownell’s attack upon 
him as biased, threw out this charge too, and 
was upheld by the Federal Court of Appeals. 

Such in barest outline is the background of 
the news that Attorney General Brownell has 
now decided not to take the Lattimore case to 
the Supreme Court, but to seek its dismissal. 

Thus collapses one of the first and most spec- 
tacular “cases” on which Senator McCarthy rode 
to ill fame. Owen Lattimore may have been 
guilty of bad judgment, of wrong opinions, of 
lack of candor, of indiscretion. But no court 
has found him guilty of what he was charged 
with. And the charges, like McCarthy's own 
declining power, have steadily diminished— 
from spy to agent to sympathizer to dupe. Now, 
just a week after McCarthy's influence sank to 
the nadir of 4 votes in the latest Senate test, the 
most attenuated of the accusations vanishes. 

And all that is left is Owen Lattimore’s memo- 
ry of five years of such political harassment as 
few Americans ever had to face. »

Surgeon General Leonard Scheele has freely accepted responsi- 
bility for Salk vaccine program which Secretary Hobby now 
emphasizes is his; first appointed by ex-President Truman, career 
officer now loyally supports this Administration's polio plan.

It has been comforting to Republican 
Senators to issue frequent reminders 
that the Salk vaccine program has been 
in the hands of a Surgeon General Se- 
lected twice by Oscar W. Ewing and 
Harry S. Truman. 

For as the fight grows warmer over 
the Democratic proposal to have the 
Federal Government provide free anti- 
polio inoculations for all up to the age 
of 29, it has been a morale-booster for 
Republicans to be able to call on 
this Democratic ap- 
pointee for ammu- 
nition. 

And as criticism 
mounts against the 
Eisenhower Admin- 
istration for the 
way it has handled 
the Salk program, 
Secretary Oveta 
Culp Hobby has re- 
garded it as bene- 
ficial to emphasize 
that the law puts 
the _ responsibility 
for all vaccines 
upon the Surgeon 
General. None is 
quicker to concede that it is his respon- 
sibility than 47-year-old Dr. Leonard A. 
Scheele, who has for seven years pre- 
sided over the vast empire which com- 
prises the United States Public Health 
Service. 


If he has not availed himself of the 
opportunity to follow Mrs. Hobby’s ex- 
ample and single out his own subordi- 
nates to be the goats, there are those 
who say he thus is illustrating the dif- 
ference between the dedicated, perma- 
nent career government servant and the 
temporary political appointee, even 
though of Cabinet rank. 


Dr. Scheele 


A Dedicated Careerist 


For neither praise nor blame, buck- 
passing nor castigation has any visible 
effect upon the Surgeon General, who 
assumed office as the choice of men 
battling for what was then denounced as 
“socialized medicine,’ and who con- 
tinues to serve an Administration whose 
woman Cabinet officer is fighting 
what she calls an attempt to bring so- 
clalized medicine in by the back door. 


If the word “imperturbable” fits any- 
one, it fits all of the 6 feet 2 inches 
and 195 paqunds of this easygoing, soft- 
spoken, apparently never-tiring man 
who has spent his entire professional 
career in the Public Health Service. If 
it ever is safe to label a man “dedicat- 
ed,”” you would be tempted to apply the 
term to Dr. Scheele. 

The people who have spent their adult 
lives in the Health Service find nothing 
strange about Dr. Scheele’s being able 
to backstop such Fair Dealers as Ewing 
and Truman and such No Dealers as 
Mrs. Hobby. They regard themselves as 
much the same sort:of people as officers 
in the Army and Navy who go directly 
from West Point or Annapolis into pro- 
fessional careers. : 


Art of Public Persuasion 


There is, in fact, a great similarity be- 
tween the Health Service and the mili- 
tary forces. Scheele himself has the 
same rank as a major general in the 
Army, although, oddly enough, when he 
puts on an official unlform, it is the 
Navy's blue or tan. 

The more than 3500 Health Service 
officers are composed of doctors, den- 
tists, scientists, nurses and laboratory 
workers. Although they live in a world 
apart, they have to become more pro- 
ficient than do either Army or Navy 
officers in the art of persuasion, in the 
art of getting pedple to do what they 
cannot be forced to do. 

For, although epidemics know noth- 
ing of state boundaries, the Federal Pub- 
lic Health Service has no authority to 


ride over the wishes of a sovereign 
state. If a state health department 
doesn’t want to co-operate in cleaning 
up a source of stream pollution, in head- 
ing off an epidemic of typhoid, there is 
little the federal service can do to com- 
pel it to perform its duty. 


Likewise, the Public Health Service 
has accomplished many of its goals by 
working with volunteer civic bodies 
which have only quasipublic standing. 
Prominent among them is the National 
Infantile Paralysis Foundation. 

Others less well known are engaged in 
combating heart disease, cancer, ar- 
thritis and other chronic diseases. 


The Party Line on Polio 


It is doubly easy for Dr. Scheele to 
deal with these groups, because his chief 
professional interest lies in the fight 
against chronic diseases. 

Dr. Scheele feels that if more were 
known about the relationship between 
the Health Service and the Infantile 
Paralysis Foundation, there would be 
less temptation to compare the United 
States vaccine program unfavorably with 
that followed by Canada. 

Much has been made, he says, of the 
fact that Canada has supplied the first 
rounds of inoculations to young children 
free of charge. Virtually the same 
thing has been done in this country, he 
says, the only difference being that the 
free vaccine for first graders and sec- 
ond graders came from the foundation, 
which got the money from public dona- 
tions instead of from taxes. 

So far as future inoculation plans go 
for this country, Dr. Scheele is giving 
his loyalty to the proguam advocated by 
his superior, Mrs. Hobby. 

Her plan envisions inoculations given 
by private physicians for a fee. To take 
care of those who cannot afford to pay, 
she would have the Federal Government 
spend something like $35,000,000. 

The Democrats, on the other hand, 
are giving their support to a bill offered 
by Senator Lister Hill which would pro- 
vide $135,000,000 so that all from the 
age of 29 on down would receive free 
inoculation. 


Inoculation for His Son 


You get the impression that if Ewing 
and Truman were still on the job, in- 
stead of Mrs. Hobby and Eisenhower, 
Scheele would be just as diligent in 
providing them with material to help 
enact the Hill bill as he is in providing 
Mrs. Hobby and Republican Senators 
with assistance against it. 

Scheele’s present term expires in 
April, 1956, just before the opening of 
the presidential campaign. Whether he 
is reappointed or not, he certainly will 
be, because of the polio vaccine contro- 
versy, one of the few Surgeons General 
whose name is known to the people. 

Dr. Scheele’s father was a dentist in 
Fort Wayne, Ind. After getting an A.B. 
degree from the University of Michigan, 
in 1931, Scheele attended Wayne Uni- 
versity Medical School in Detroit, get- 
ting his medical degree cum laude in 
1933. He went immediately into the 
Public Health Service. 

While still at the University of Michi- 
gan, he married Frances K. McCormick 
of Detroit, who was a dental student. 

They have three children. Alexandra, 
18, is a sophomore at Wellesley College. 
Maria is 14, and Leonard Jr., is 8. 
Known as Bo-Bo, Leonard achieved na- 
tional notice when, as evidence of his 
father’s faith in the Salk vaccine, he was 
given an inoculation.

The Attractive Truth 


THE AGE OF IDEAS: FROM REACTION TO REY- 
OLUTION IN EIGHTEENTH-CENTURY FRANCE, 
by George R. Havens. (Henry Holt, 474 pgs., $6.) 

Here is a book admirably suited to the 
interests and needs of the general read- 
er, In dealing with the fascinating tur- 
moil of historical events, outstanding 
literary personalities, and deeply sig- 
nificant intellectual developments of 
eighteenth-century Fragce, Prof. Havens 
of the University of Ohio has set as one 
of his chief goals the avoidance of con- 
jecture, assumptions, and invention of 
details. The truth about these figures 
of the Enlightenment, he believes, is 
sufficiently interesting that no “novel- 
ized lives’ are required to heighten 
artificially the attractions of Pierre 
Bayle, Fontenelle,-. Montesquieu, Vol- 
taire, Rousseau, Diderot, and Beaumar- 
chais. 


Basing his entire text on the results 
of the latest and best scholarly investi- 
gations, and, more 
importantly per- 
haps, on a careful 
and judicious use 
of the texts of the 
works referred to, 
Prof. Havens S§gur- 
veys, within a 
chronological frame- 
work, the progress 
from the incisive in- 
tellectual question- 
ings of Bayle’s His- 
torical and Critical 
Dictionary of 1697 
to the relativistic, 


Rousseau skeptical and ex- 
tremely modern 
paradoxes and probings of Diderot, 


many of which were not published until 
the nineteenth century, long after the 
author's death. 

Prof. Havens takes pains to make 
clear his view that the philosophers of 
the eighteenth century in France did 
not cause the French Revolution, the 
real origin of which he sees, with Daniel 
Mornet, in the reckless finance and op- 
pression too long unchecked of the 
ancien regime. Nevertheless, he be- 
lieves, “ideas sought to guide events,” 
and the program of the writers surveyed 
in his book, he argues, did forecast the 
major reforms of 1789. 


Did the program of the Enlighten- 
ment fail, because the revolution turned 
into the Terror, to be followed by the 
fascistic state of Napoleon I? No, re- 
plies Prof. Havens: the program of the 
philosophers of the Age of Ideas did not 
fail” because it was never really tried. 
Their opposition to war and the use of 
force, their hatréd of arbitrary arrest 
and torture, their rejection of dogmatic 
beliefs: all these appear still as valid 
principles for the “philosophes” of our 
age as well as theirs. 

The great merit of Prof. Havens’s 
book is to show us these ideas in the 
Spirit and substance of the actual works 
of the writers who devoted their lives 
to the advancement of Man.

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Beef Roast Good Outdoor Choice 


It's a Fascinating Sight. Over Charcoal Fire and Economical, Too

BEEF ROAST is _ probably 
Atv best choice for enter- 

taining out of doors—for 
several reasons. 

The sight of it, turning over 
a charcoal fire, fascinates every- 
one and sharpens the appetite. 
It is an economical dish. It is 
also possible to feed a larger 
crowd using the same sized grill. 

But most important of all is 
the fact that the roast actually 
tastes better than youve ever 
had it from the kitchen range. 

As in beef steaks, the meat 
should be heavy, well aged, and 
liberally marbled with fat. 
United States Government grad- 
ing makes it easy to buy the 
best every time. 

STANDING RIB ROAST: In 
America the favorite roast of 
beef is a standing rib one, con- 
sisting of from three to five ribs 
(though all eight may be used 
for a large party), with the 
bones left on 

The first four or five ribs are 
sometimes called prime ribs, 
and are preferred. Connoisseurs 
esteem the standing rib roast 
because of the extra flavor the 
bones impart to the meat, 

When selecting a standing rib 
roast, allow from three-fourths 
of a pound to one pound per 
person, with perhaps extra al- 
lowed for ample outdoor appe- 


tites, or for cold roast beef the 
following days. Have your 
butcher cut the ribs short— 


seven inches is about right.

It also makes sense not to 
buy a roast that is too large for 
your spit. Some people, includ- 
ing the authors, like to roast a 
standing five-ribber, then re- 
move (and hide) the bones be- 
fore carving for the guests. 

The bones later become dev- 
{led beef ribs, and they are won- 
derful. 

SPITTING: If one side of the 
roast is much heavier than thé 
other (and it usually is), spit it 
diagonally across from the rib 
end to the top of the eye. This 
will give you a better balance. 
If the meat is compact and 
seems well balanced, run the 
spit parallel to the top part of 
the ribs. 

ROASTING: Roast the beef 
over a fairly slow fire. The 
spit thermometer should regis- 
ter about 250 degrees. When 
using a meat thermometer, be 
Sure that it is in the thickest 
part of the meat and not touch- 
ing a bone. 

Assuming you like your beef 
rare, don’t cook it over 125 de- 
grees, then douse the fire or 
lower it far from the meat, and 
allow. it to coast for 20 to 30 
minutes. (We cook our beef to 
120 degrees for very rare — it 
coasts to 130 ) degrees.) 


This coasting has two advant- 
ages: It allows guests (and cook!) 
to have another drink before 
dinner, and it gives the juices 
in the roast time to develop. 

A heavy five-rib roast will 
take about one and three-quarter 
to two and one-half hours to 
cook rare. This is also true of 
a three- or four-rib roast, as the 
thickness of the meat is about 
the same.

OLLED RIB ROAST: Often 
R a more economical buy than 

a standing rib roast, this cut 
is easy to spit, either through 
the center or on a diagonal. It’s 
a cinch to carve. Cook it as 
above, and serve it with a cas- 
serole and salad. 

SPENCER ROAST: This roast, 
from the ribs with the bone re- 
moved, is ideal for a party. It 
usually weighs about 16 pounds 
when the whole length of the 
rib section is used, and should 
serve 16 to 20 persons 

It is not rolled but is spitted 
the long way, going through 
from corner to corner. Cook as 
above. It will take from one and 
one-half to two and one-half 
hours to cook rare. 

EYE OF THE RIB: The eye of 
the rib is just that—the center 
portion of the rib, with all bone 
and outside meat removed. Thus 


it is smaller in diameter than 
the Spencer. Many peopie pre- 
fer it to a tenderloin. It is spit- 
ted lengthwise. It weighs about 
eight pounds and should serve 
12 people, as there is no waste. 
It takes from one and a quarter 
to two and one- half hours to 
cook rare. 


Because the fat has been re- 
moved, we advise basting this 
roast with a little olive oil or 
other fat. Try it -served with 
garlic rice and with broccoli. 

* * * 

ALTED RUMP ROAST: 
§ Rump should not be over- 

looked, either - broiled or 
roasted. Select one 2% inches 
or more thick (we suppose it 
could be called a steak as well 
as a roast), and spread one side 
49 inch thick with coarse salt 
that has been moistened with 
one-fourth as much water. 


Cover the salt with aluminum 
foil, turn, and repeat on the 
other side—the easiest way to 
do this is in the hinged broiler 
in which the meat is to cook. 
Broil over hot coals. 


This will be very raré in nine 
minutes for each side. A thick 
cut may be cooked the same way. 
It will take from 12 to 18 min- 
utes on a side, for rare, or until 
the thermometer shows it done. 
Serve with Elena’s rice with 
green chilis and sour cream, and 


for dessert, have a huge glass 
bowl filled with a fresh fruit 
compote. Happy day! 

SIRLOIN ROAST: Many peo- 


ple prefer the sirloin for roast- 
ing. It is a luxury cut but has 
little waste. If it is a boneless 
one, cook it as you would a 
Spencer or eye of the rib. If the 
bone, is in, spit it and cook as 
you would a standing rib roast. 
Try it with Nevada chili beans 
and celery salad.

weren't given enough water and 
the reason they weren't given 
water was because there wasn’t 
enough water to give them. 

It seems that in more and 
more communities the water 
supply just isn't sufficient to 
provide everyone with all the 
water they would like to have, 
and so restrictions on the use of 
water go into effect just as soon 
as summer gets going and the 
amount of rainfall decreases.

ONE WAY to get around this 
little problem is to have your 
own water supply to use as you 
see fit. A good and easy way 
get this if you live in an area 
where there is some rain during 
the . immer is with a cistern—

Just get hold of a good wood 
or metal drum and put it under 
the downspouts. Cover it over 
with insect screening and it will 
be there when you need it. All

Skillet Chicken With 
Fresh Mushrooms 


Ingredients: One two and one- 
half-pound chicken  (ready-to- 
cook weight), one-fourth cup 
flour, two teaspoons Salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon pepper, one- 
fourth teaspoon paprika, one- 
fourth cup butter, one small 
onion (cut in thin strips), one- 
half pound mushrooms (sliced). 

Method: Have chicken cut in 
about 10 pieces. Use _ giblets, 
neck and wing tips for stock for 
another dish). Wash and dry 
chicken. Mix flour, salt, pepper 
and paprika on a sheet of waxed 
paper; roll chicken in mixture, 
rubbing in flour. Melt butter in 
skillet (10 inches): arrange 
chicken in skillet, crowding bony 
back pieces at sides. Brown 
slowly over moderately low heat, 
turning as necessary—10 minutes 
or longer. Cover skillet tightly; 
cook over low heat until tender 
—- about 30 minutes. Remove 
chicken pieces and keep warm 
in oven; put them in a heat- 
resistant serving dish if you have 
one. Add onion and mushrooms 
to drippings in skillet. Cook and 
stir over moderate heat for sev- 
eral minutes. Cover tightly and 
cook over low heat five or 10 
minutes. Pass mushrooms with 
chicken, Makes four servings. 


Holes in Glass 

You can often drill a hole 
through glass by using the point 
of a hot soldering iron. The 
point of the iron will melt the 
glass and make the opening. Use 
a heavy duty iron and figure it's 
going to take several minutes to 
do the job. 


House Gutters 


Sometime when you've noth- 
ing better to do, check the level 
of your house gutters by pouring 
a pail of water into them at the 


opposite end from the down- 


spout and checking to see that it 
flows right down to the opening. 
If it doesn’t, adjust the gutter 
hangers so that it does.

In this 
dilemma the committee to save 
Carnegie Hall must raise within

building. The chairman of the 
committee is John J. Totten, and 
Lawrence Tibbett is chairman of 
the executive committee. Mr. 
Simon has agreed to sell 
building for $4.200.000 to the 
organized group headed by these 
two chairmen. 

Carnegie Hall has the finest 
acoustics in America, perhaps in 
the world. Since 1892 the Phil- 
harmonic Symphonic Orchestra 
has used Carnegie Hall but it 
does not have the money to buy 
the building and feels, there-
